WHERE’S THE CHURCH 
For centuries the effort to sepa­ 
rate church from state was fought, 
and still is a major battling ground 
in the minds of some.

leaders to act accordingly, or if the 
public is moved to demand true 
justice from its officials. 
And so where is the church in 
Little Rock? What is being said in 
the Little Rock pulpits? If Christ 
were to stand in the pulpits of that 
city what would he tell those con­ 
gregations to do? 
Even as you do unto the least of 
these you do unto me?

WHO WILL FACE IT? 
Every time the Pennsylvania leg­ 
islature and its governors sit down 
to plan the next two years of opera­ 
tion there is a round of pushing 
and pulling concerning how much 
should be spent and where it is to be 
found. Both the state and its sub­ 
divisions are hampered by a consti­ 
tution that is out of date and by a 
tax structure that was not provided 
with true democracy in mind, to say 
nothing of fairness. 
We have glanced at the GOP plat­ 
form for this fall and we find noth­ 
ing there to brighten the tax picture. 
We have not seen a Democrat list of 
promises but we are pessimistic 
about either group of politicians hav­ 
ing the courage to work for a truly 
fair tax base. 
The Republicans reveal why the 
state doesn’t have one. They plainly 
oppose an income tax. And until the 
income tax is sold to the people at 
all levels no such amendment will be 
made to the constitution. 
Taxes are very like castor oil. No 
one wants to taste it. The sick will 
drink more medicine than is needed 
if it is hidden by syrup. Millions of- 
taxpayers dish out more than their 
share only because they want taxes 
to be hidden. 
The only fair tax is the one based 
on your ability to pay, not on how 
much you spend or how you spend 
your income. But with major parties 
failing to sell a fair tax, and with 
the press so controlled by big busi­ 
ness that it avoids such issues, the 
people are years away from enlight­ 
enment. 
Though most of us realize that all 
governing groups will need more 
money and better ways of getting it, 
few of us have the vaguest notion of 
how it can be obtained. The people 
have a right to know exactly how a 
candidate intends to give more serv­ 
ice and provide the additional funds 
it will require. 
* * * 
NO CENSOR, NO LIBEL 
Federal and state courts have 
ruled that a radio station is not lia­ 
ble for what is said by political 
candidates who have been given 
equal time under the Federal com­ 
munications act. Stations are denied 
the right of censorship even if they 
consider the material to be defama­ 
tory. 
They must give all candidates equal 
time, and those candidates are free 
to say what they want. The station can 


not be sued. 
A recent example involved Edward 
Lamb, who owns many radio and 
television stations, including one in 
Erie. Rep. Pat Sutton charged him 
with being a communist and claimed 
his radio-tv-license had been revok­ 
ed. This was not true and M r . Lamb 
sued both Sutton and the station over 
which he made his statements. 


The federal court granted Lamb 
$25,000 to be paid by Sutton, but ab­ 
solved the station. Radio and televi­ 
sion now can stand on legs which 
quake a little less, and politicians 
either must speak the truth or be 
prepared to support their personal 
invective with their own pocketbook. 


The same applies in some degree 
to political statements published in 
a newspaper. If they are in the form 
of advertisements they should be 
accompanied by the names of those 
making the disparaging statements. 
Otherwise it can be assumed the 
newspaper accepts the responsibil­ 
ity. 


Thus we have a freer u s e of press 
and radio and the blame roosting on 
the egg who cackles.

GLEASON IS BACK 


Jackie Gleason’s first sketch on 
his return show last week involved 
my favorite among all his person­ 
alities. Reggie Van Gleason, who 
used to break me 
into little pieces. 
This is die mon­ 
strously rich guy 
who was heralded 
on this show as a 
guy “ who wants 
to buy out the At­ 
lantic Ocean and 
close it to the pub­ 
lic.” 
In a cpurt- 
room scene, this 
c h a r a c t e r 
is 
asked w h e r e he 
was on the night of August 12, 1956, 
and he says he was coming home 
from a New Year’s Eve party. 
Well, that is the sort of wildly 
exaggerated drunk humor that used 
to make me come unstuck but it 
fizzled badly on the opening show. 
The beautiful blondes were there. 
Gleason himself was there with the 
manic eyeballs and the air of com­ 
mand and raffish authority. The 
jokes were at least as outrageous. 
But somehow it didn’t come off. 
Perhaps it was Art Carney we 
missed. 
Or maybe — and I pre­ 
fer to believe this — it’s just be­ 


cause this was die first show and 
we’re all a little edgy and over­ 
expectant — not only Gleason but 
the rest of us. 
• 
I’d had lunch with Gleason a few 
days before the show and he was 
raving about Buddy Hackett, his 
new sidekick who is taking the 
place of Carney. “He’s the great­ 
est, that Hackett. 
Funniest man 
alive. And I’m going to give him 
a chance just to be himself. No­ 
body else has ever let him just 
be himself which is the best thing 
he does.” 
Hackett was introduced in the first 
sketch but he seemed pretty much 
like all the other Buddy Hacketts 
we have seen on television. 
Of 
course, here he was playing a char­ 
acter, Fritz, the Chinese houseboy, 
and it’s just possible Mr. Gleason 
has other, more grandiose projects 
in mind later. Hackett is a funny 
fellow, though, and I have high hopes. 
Mr. Gleason’s second major op­ 
eration of the evening was with 
another of his characters, Fenwick 
Babbitt. This is a mild, pop-eyed 
befuddled character, who peren­ 
nially walks tilted. 
It was one of 
those old Charlie C h a p l i n type 
sketches where the guy is supposed 
to taKe the fur off the mannequin 
on the moving platform, climb a 
ladder, get another box, put a new 
fur on the mannequin, put the fur 
in another box, as bells ring and 
pandemonium ensues. 
It’s mad, 
exuberant humor and I love it. 
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The score for the half-hour was 
not good and I don't know why ex­ 
actly but I expect things will iron 
out after a bit. 
After all, Gleason 
has been off the air for a couple 
of years. 
It takes a while. 
I 
asked him what he’d been up to 
while he was away. 
“Oh, record­ 
ing quite a lot. 
I’ve just finished 
recording the whole of ‘Tale of 
Two C ities’ with a great cast of 
characters. 
It’s going to be great. 
I don’t think books are being read 
so I’m recording them. Word for 
word. You can listen while shav-

mg. 


It sounds like an awful idea so I 
switched to comedy. Has he seen 
any good new comedians? 
“ Max 
Bygraves in London. 
He’s just 
gorgeous. 
He knows everything. 
He knows how important it is to 
have the right kind of material 
and the right kind of curtain be­ 
hind him.’’ 


There’s been a lot of talk that 
everyone is too touchy so that you 
can’t make fun of any person or 
profession or race, I said. 
"I 
never liked to reap laughs at any­ 
one’s expense,’’ said Gleason. “ But 
I do think because of the touchiness 
of the public, there are a lot of 
things I can’t do that I would like 
to. 
I can do a great version of de 
Kingfish or of Burt Williams in 
blackface — but I don’t dare. 
It 
was never the bus drivers who 
raised a stink about the Honey­ 
mooners — it was non-busdrivers 
who were afraid I was offending 
the bus drivers. 
The bus drivers 
loved it. 
I'm a member of their 
union. 
• 


“ It bothers me that all the com­ 
edians want to be nice guys. Why 
can't a guy be a schnook? 
Look 
at W. C. Fields. 
He was great. 
You believed him b e c a u s e you 
thought he really acted that way at 
home. He really kicked babies and 
drank booze by the gallon. So when 
he did it on the screen you laughed.

“ I got a couple new characters 
this year. 
I’ve got Rum Durn, a 
guy who is maggotty drunk all the 
time and is always getting kicked 
out of bars.

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TREASURY AGENT: 
ll. S. UNDERCOVER MEN RISK DEATH 
TO MAKE 'BUY' OF HEROIN ABOARD 
FRENCH SHIP AND NAB TWO CREWMEN 


This is the fifth of 12 articles 
dramatically 
telling 
how U. S. 
Treasury agents fight the never- 
ending battle . against smugglers, 
dope peddlers and the like. The 
series is taken from "Treasury 
Agent," just published by Simon 
and Schuster, Inc., and written by 
newspaperman Andrew Tully.

THE SLIGHT SQUINT in the left 
eye of the brawny French ship’s 
officer suddenly was more pro­ 
nounced as he reached into a drawer 
and took out two hypodermic needles, 
which he tossed on the desk in his 
cabin in the S. S, Marseille. 
"These are poisoned needles," 
he told the slight, wiry undercover 
agent of the United States Customs 
Service. 
"I use them to take care of 
double-crossers," he added, and' 
then smiled wickedly. "Would it 
interest you to know that I have 
already killed two men with them?" 
Joseph Fortier, assistant super­ 
vising customs agent in Miami, 
managed to suppress a shudder. 
"Listen, Robert," he said rough­ 
ly, "don’t waste my time with your 
boasting. I came here to buy heroin, 
not to listen to the story of your 
life." 
It was a sticky Saturday after­ 
noon in July, 
1957, and Fortier 
hoped he was onto something big. 
He had been working on the case 
of the French freighter, Marseille, 
for three months now, and it had 
begun to look as if he’d be able to 
"make a buy." 
Fortier’s adventures in courting 
sudden death had started on April 
26 when he got himself introduced 
aboard the Marseille as a pros­ 
pective narcotics peddler interested 
in heroin. 
At that time he was 
taken in tow by the chief steward, 
an Italian named Jean Bruzzoni, 
who introduced him to a crew mem­ 
ber he said was running a kind of 
seagoing heroin store. 
Fortier and the seller agreed on 
a price of $2,500 per kilogram, and 
it was arranged that the heroin 
would be delivered to Fortier the 
next time the vessel made port in 
Miami. 
Fortier waited three months. Then 
on July 20, the sticky Saturday after­ 
noon, his informant brought him 
word that the Marseille was in port 
again and that the vessel’s first 
lieutenant wanted to see him. 
"He claims he’s in charge of all 
narcotics activities on the ship " 
Fortier was told. "He says he 
wants to ask you some questions 
and he says you’d better have the 
right answers." 
Fortier answered the summons, 
but only after taking precautions. 
As he walked up the gangplank of 
the Marseille, customs Agents J. 
E. Wallace and William B. Lankford 
were standing by in a waterfront 
bar. Their instructions were to 
give Fortier two hours and then 
come looking for him. 
In 
the first lieutenant’s cabin, 


Fortier was introduced to an offi­ 
cer, dapper in a white uniform with 
gold epaulets bearing two stripes. 
He was surly and suspicious. 
"You speak French, thinking to 
fool m e," he told Fortier. "I sup­ 
pose you will claim you are French.’’ 
Fortier grinned. 
"Yes, 
mon­ 
sieur," he replied, "I am French 
— but from Montreal, not France. 
My family speaks French well. It 
is a tradition in our family." 
T h e 
officer 
crushed 
out 
a 
cigarette. "Ha! But I believe you 
are a Frenchman from France. I 
have seen you before; you are a 
French policeman." 
That made the air even more 
sticky, but Fortier his skin crawl­ 
ing managed it. He launched into 
a discussion of the state of the 
dope-pushing racket, the best m ar­ 
kets, the easiest ports to operate 
in. He knew all the phrases, and he 
tossed in a few names that were 
respected in the dope world. The 
officer seemed satisfied. 
Carefully, Fortier led him into 
a discussion of a deal between 
them. The officer asked about qual­ 
ity and method of delivery. Fortier 
said he wanted only first-grade 
heroin and suggested the delivery 
be made at a safe place, to be 
specified later. 
The officer had conditions. He 
insisted that a photograph be de­ 
livered to him of the person who 
would take delivery, that delivery 
would only be made on board the 
vessel, that no samples would be 
given. 
Fortier balked. " I’m not giving 
anybody any photographs," he told 
him. " It’s too risky. And the stuff 
has to be delivered ashore." 
The officer dived into his desk 
drawer, pulled ou t the needles and 
delivered his spiel of horror. But 
when Fortier seemed unimpressed, 
he calmed down. 
"We will get along," the officer 
said, with that horrible grin. "Come, 
we have agreed on four thousand 
per kilo; now let us have a drink." 
The hooch was Pernod, apopskull 
Fortier 
suspected. So he drank 
sparingly, while the officer belted 
one after another. Bleary-eyed, 
after a short half hour, he called 
for the second lieutenant* a tall, 
slender officer, and asked him if he 
had any heroin aboard. 
The second lieutenant said he had 
four kilos but that he was saving 
them for a customer. The two got 
into a hot argument, which ended 
with the second lieutenant striding 
from the cabin. 
Fortier, too, feigned disgust. "We 
can’t do business with this man," 
he told one of the officer’s ship­ 
mates. " I ’m leaving." 
And while the officer lounged, 
brooding, on his berth, Fortiermade. 
his escape. 
Fortier figured that tore it. But 
apparently other crew members 
w e r e still interested and could 
handle the first lieutenant. At any 
rate, the next morning Fortier got 
a phone call. The caller said he’d 
been instructed by the third officer, 


an Yves Bertin, to ask Fortier to 
contact Jean Bruzzoni again. 
Fortier was delighted; the next 
morning — Monday, July 22 — he 
met Bruzzoni at the Sunshine Cafe, 
on the road to Fort Lauderdale, 
about three miles from the ship’s 
berth. In the restaurant also were 
Agents J. E. Wallace, John M. 
Hooe and Sam Johnson — to get a 
good look at Bruzzoni for later 
identification in court. 
Bruzzoni was eager, and Fortier 
had no trouble making arrangements 
with him for the buy. They set 
delivery for 6:45 that night, when 
the stevedores and crew members 
would be eating dinner and there 
would be as few people in the 
vicinity as possible. Fortier would 
be standing at a point across the 
street from the wharf where the 
ship was tied up, while his part­ 
ner -- who would be a narcotics 
agent — would go aboard the ship 
with Bruzzoni to meet the seller. 
After the introductions, Bruzzoni 
would leave the partner with the 
seller and return to Fortier, who 
would have in his pocket $16,000 
to pay for four kilos at $4,000 a 
kilo. Fortier would show the money 
to Bruzzoni and let him count it. 
Fortier’s 
partner, 
meanwhile, 
would be testing the narcotics.Then 
the seller and Fortier’s partner 
would join Fortier and Bruzzoni 
ashore and consummate the deal. 
Fortier left Bruzzoni and re­ 
turned to his office, only to dis­ 
cover complications. Supervising 
Agent C. E. Wyatt had been scraping 


up money everywhere — from of­ 
fices as far away as Laredo, Texas, 
and Los Angele — but all he could 
raise was $14,000. That had to be 
enoi 3h, and Fortier stuck it in his 
pocket. 
Sho-tly before H-hour, Fortier 
picked up his "partner" in a Miami 
bar. He was Salvatore Vizzini, an 
agent for the Bureau of Narcotics, 
borrowed for the occasion. Vizzini 
spoke Italian fluently and would be 
introduced as a dope-pusher from 
Chicago. 
At the wharf, promptly at 6:45, 
Fortier and Vizzini parted. Vizzini 
proceeded up the gangplank, where 
he was met by Bruzzoni, who took 
him below decks to his cabin. An­ 
other Italian was there; he was 
introduced to Vizzini as Jean Bap­ 
tiste Pompa, the seller. 
Pompa immediately tossed a flood 
of Italian at Vizzini; and the agent 
returned it in kind, sprinkling the 
flow with authentic references to 
the dope racket. Bruzzoni left them 
and, across the street from the 
wharf, met Fortier with word that 
Pompa would not deliver the heroin 
until he had seen the money. 
"He wants you to give me the 
money and let me take it aboard 
ship," explained Bruzzoni. 
Fortier pretended to be furious. 
"What’s this 
a double-cross?" 
he asked. "I thought we had an 
agreement. Goddamit, I’m damned 
if I’m going to hang around here 
while you horse around. It’s too 
dangerous. Go back and tell your 
man no soap." 


Thursday, October 9, 1958 
Brin oni hustled back toPompa*s 
cabin, where he and Pompa talked 
excitedly in French. Vizzini busted 
in to ask them the score. 
"Your partner won’t give Jean 
the 
money," 
Pompa 
told him 
sulkily. 


"Sure he won’t," replied Vizzini. 
"What the hell, we made a deal that 
no money changed hands till I tested 
the heroin and made sure the weight 
was okay. I’m gonna get off this ship 
and get the hell out of this neigh­ 
borhood. I’m not gonna hang around 
the decks with my partner with 
fourteen grand in his pocket."

Bruzzoni and Pompa conferred, 
then Bruzzoni told Vizzini, “ C’mon, 
let’s go.” Vizzini started to pick 
up his hat and umbrella, but Bruz­ 
zoni told him, “ Leave ’em there. 
You’re coming back.” 
At Fortier’s informal command 
post, he and Bruzzoni talked it 
over in French. Fortier turned to 
Vizzini and said Bruzzoni still in­ 
sisted on getting the money first. 
Vizzini turned on Fortier furious­ 


ly. 
“ What the hell kind of deal you 
running?” he asked Fortier. "You 
bring me all the way from Chicago 
with seven grand and now there's 
this snafu. I can get you some heroin 
in Chicago. Maybe the grade won’t 
be so good, but we won’t have to go 
through this crap.” 
Bruzzoni folded, then. He agreed 
to go back to the ship with Vizzini 
so the latter could pick up the 
heroin. In turn, Fortier agreed to 
move up a little closer to the ship, 
near a warehouse on the wharf 
opposite the stern of the vessel. 
Back in Pompa's cabin, Pompa 
gave Vizzini a third degree on the 
subject of Fortier. He asked Viz­ 
zini how long he’d known Fortier 
and if he was all right. 


“ Listen,” Vizzini t old Pompa 
heatedly. “ All I’m gonna tell you 
is that I would not come all the 
way from Chicago with seven thou­ 
sand to go into a deal with a man if 
I didn’t know the man was okay. 
I’ve known the guy for IO years, 
and this is not the first time I’ve 
done business with him.” 
“ What are you going to do with 
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the heroin?” asked Pompa. “ How 
much are you going to sell it for?” 
Vizzini exploded. 
“ Listen, I didn’t ask you where 
you got it and how much you paid 
for it!” 
“ Good, that is what I wanted you 
to say.” 
Things were looking up. Pompa 
told Vizzini he was going ashore 
to stay with Fortier (and protect 
that $14,000, of course) until the 
heroin was taken off the ship. He 
added that “ somebody” would de­ 
liver the heroin to Vizzini in the 
cabin. Then he and Bruzzoni walk­ 
ed out. 
Having pointed out Fortier to 
Pompa, Bruzzoni returned to the 
cabin a few minutes later. Shortly 
thereafter, the door opened a few 
inches and an arm appeared and 
dropped a small blue duffel bag 
on the floor of the cabin. Bruzzoni 
picked up the bag and handed it to 
Vizzini. 
In the bag, wrapped in a woman's 
soiled pink slip were two packages. 
One contained three sm aller pack­ 
ages, the other two. 
Vizzini laid the packages on the 
bunk and opened three of them by 
tearing the brown paper wrapping. 
Inside were glassine bags contain­ 
ing a white powder. Carefully, Viz­ 
zini shook a few grains out of each 
bag onto a piece of newspaper. Then 
he took three ampules out of his 
pocket containing his Marquis rea­ 
gent — a testing compound con­ 
taining an acid radical. 
Vizzini tested the heroin by drop­ 
ping a few grains of each sample 
into a separate ampule. Two of the 
ampules immediately turned purple, 
showing the samples were heroin. 
Bruzzoni took some wire from 
one of his drawers and wrapped 
two of the packages of heroin a- 
round Vizzini’s waist, and a third 
around his left leg. The two re ­ 
maining 
packages were attached 
to Bruzzoni’s waist. 
Bruzzoni put on his trousers and 
shirt but seemed unhappy. 
“ How do I look?” he asked Viz­ 
zini. 
“ Fine, fine — like Mae West,” 
Vizzini told him. 
“ Don’t be such 
a w orrier.” 
Fortier and Pompa were getting 
along fine down on the wharf. For­ 
tier chatted away, secure in the 
knowledge that there were friends 
in the neighborhood. In hiding places 
all over the wharf were Customs 
Agents Hooe, Sam Johnson, Wallace 
and Lankford and Narcotics Agent 
Doug Hernandez. The moment for 
the pounce was approaching. 
As Vizzini and Bruzzoni started 
to leave the cabin, Bruzzoni told 
Vizzini to walk ahead of him. But 
Vizzini was not buying that. He 
wanted Bruzzoni well out in front 
so that the covering agents would 


see him plainly when he, Vizzini, 
gave the signal that he had the 
heroin. He didn’t want Bruzzoni 
dropping back to see if there was 
any trouble. 
"I don’t know my way, Jean,” 
Vizzini told Bruzzoni. “ You’d bet­ 
ter lead the way.” 
So Bruzzoni walked on ahead, 
while Vizzini dawdled his way until 
he was a good IO feet behind. As 
they reached the gangplank, Vizzini 
put on his cap and sunglasses, the 
signal that the delivery was about 
to be made. 
When the two reached Fortier 
and Pompa, Vizzini had a squawk. 
“ Dont’ give 'em the money yet,” 
he told Fortier. 
“ There’s some­ 
thing funny about two of these pack­ 
ages.” 
The delay was just long enough 
to give the covering agents time 
to emerge from their hiding places. 
Then, as Vizzini started to ex-, 
plain the delay to Pompa, Fortier 
took the $14,000 from his pocket 
and started to count it out. 
He never finished counting. From 
five directions, five T-men con­ 
verged on the little group. There 
was a scuffle, with Fortier and 
Vizzini carefully joining in. And 
mingled with the sounds of blows, 
Vizzini could be heard cursing Pom­ 
pa in Italian for turning him in. 
Customs tried hard, but nobody 
ever was able to get anything on 
the lieutenant with the poisoned 
needles. Apparently he was not the 
kind of guy a fellow crew member 
cared to testify against. 
But in November, 1957, Jean Bap­ 
tiste Pompa and Jean Andre Buz- 
zoni, chief cook and first engineer 
of the S. S. Marseille, were sen­ 
tenced to five years each in the 
Federal penitentiary.

If baseball wants to save its life 
and gain new fans it is due for 
some radical changes in this age 
of the orbit. Watching the series 
by tv the emphasis placed on the 
“ stall” by all involved caused many 
a dial to be turned to football over 
the week end. An occasional flip 
to see how things were going suf­ 
ficed for millions of viewers. 
We never could understand what 
tired a baseball player, unless it 
was 
his inactivity. A man might 
get to bat four times in two or 
three hours of play, and he might 
get to first one of those times. If 
he did he would be batting .250. 
None get there an average of twice 
a game. 
Having arrived at first the law 
of averages says he will not reach 
second very many tim es, and in the 
average game 
he pro batty won't 
cover more than half that distance. 
In the field he may not catch a 
ball 
all 
afternoon. Or he might 
catch three or four. So what wears 
them out? With the pitcher and the 
catcher having all the fun perhaps 
they are bored to weariness. 
At least that is what is happen­ 
ing to your baseball fans who want 
so much action that even the rapidly 
paced sports 
constantly look for 
means of increasing the speed. Pro

basketball packs them in by making 
the boys shoot the ball within a given 
number of seconds. Football pro­ 
hibits stalling in the huddle. And 
both already make baseball look a 
barefoot hiker in a 
cactus bed. 
There also is much lack of im ­ 
agination in baseball. The Cobbs 
and the Wagners pioneered ideas 
that still are used. The Yanks stood 
there watching the first ball go by 
all afternoon in one game. Nearly 
every toss was a perfect strike. 
But you don’t swing at the first 
one. (When the Braves broke this 
rule one day they got three straight 
hits and broke up the game.) 
The biggest hold-up in baseball 
long has been recognized and efforts 
have been made to co rrect, but they 
haven’t gone far enough. That is 
the time taken by pitchers. Bob 
F eller, one of the all-tim e greats, 
could put a rabid fan to sleep with 
his 
mound scraping, 
hat-pulling, 
ball-rubbing, and footsing. 
An exception today is Turley of 
the Yanks. He pitches like great 
basketball foul to ssers perform. A 
deep breath and throw it. He doesn’t 
even wind up. 
Baseball has become a game of 
percentages. 
It has been learned 
what pays off in the long haul and 
few new ideas that violate the pat­ 
tern are tried. It is a sport of 
cliches and is suffering box office 
anemia where it will hurt in days 
to come . . . the minor leagues, 
of which there are far less than 
a few years ago and will be even 
le ss. And the quality of tomorrow’s 
play is dependent on today’s shrink­ 
ing farm system . 
Such criticism we know is apt to 
antagonize many rabid diamond ad­ 
dicts, and we will be described as 
anti-baseball. The opposite is true. 
We believe that baseball has much 
to offer. It requires alertness, fast 
thinking, and team play. We want to 
see it kept alive and we hope ways 
are found to retain its basic format 
while injecting it with a stimulant 
that will attract added supporters. 
And despite our ribbing about the 
lack of effort required by the aven­ 
age player in the average game 
it is obvious to all that a man must 
be in the best of shape if he is to 
come through with a stolen base, a 
difficult fielding play, or nine in­ 
nings of fast hurling. As in most 
sports the 
game 
usually is won 
in the grueling hours of practice 
and conditioning.
